Now, it will be libserved from the 
above extracts that Mr. Edgar did ex- 
actly what Mr. Macken^e said he was 
B«ni to do; and how any honest doubt 
could have arisen at that stage of the 
negotiations as to the authority of the 
•geut, we confess our inability to con- 
ceive. The issue is not ouo involving 
any abstruse principles of diplomacy. 
It is one to bo submitted to the test of 
plain common sense-— one that any or- 
dinary business man should readily 
comprehend. Tho Premier of the 
Dominion h.-id publicly anntunced on 
various occasions that he would seek 
from British Columbia a relaxation of 
the railway term of tbo Treaty of 
Union. In due time be sent a confi- 
dential ap;ent to confer with tbo Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia aud to 
receive their views regarding bis rail- 
Way policy — i. L'., Ilia relaxed railway 
policy. It must bo obvious that the 
agent could not receive the views of 
the Provincial Government respecting 
the railway policy of tho Dominion 
Government without first submitting 
it. This he did on the 9th inst. But 
mark what happened: Mr. Walkem 
burked the proposal, would not let it 
go before the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, and sought shelter belnnd a 
quibble about credentials. Now, there 
ia the whole Mory. Mr. Walktm takes 
the sole responsibility of refusin^j to 
allow the railway policy of the Doniin- 
'*ion Government to go before the Gov- 
ernor in Council, and insults both tho 
Premier of Canada and his agent, thus 
abruptly breaking off negotiations on 
the very threslioki. Had Mr. Walkem 
treated Mr. Mackenzie's proposal with 
that ordinary civility unquestionably 
due in all such matters.and placed it 
before the Cabinet, aud had the Cabi- 
net, after due consideration, given 
their ''views" on it, and bad these 
"views" been to tho oil'ect tliat the 
terms were not such as they consider- 
ed British Columbia had a right to ex- 
pect or would bo willing to accept, o n« 
could understand, many wouM chu- 
mend, tho action; and had this course 
been adopted there is erevy reason for 
believing tlnit better terms, terms bet- 
ter calculated to promote the common 
good, might havo been obtained, lint, 
instead of that, a miaerablo quibble, 
worthy of tho veriest pettifogger was 
raised, and negotiations commenced in 
the bo.^t spirit and, doubtless, with tho 
best intentions by tho Premier of the 
Dominion were abruptly and rudely 
broken off. Perhaps not tho least ri- 
diculous part of this truly ridiculous 
farce is the complaint that tho Gover- 
nor-General's h.'tter to Llie Liout( iiniit 
Governor had never come before Miu- 
iaters. It is quite clear that the letter 
could only come before them in con- 
nection with tlie consideration of Mi . 
Muckenzit's projiosal in Executive 
Coiincil; and ^lr. W'alkcm lowk gooi.1 
care that no ouch opportunity should 
be afforded. It wouldn't havo suited 
bis purpose. No one doubts tho 
ability of tho Attorney General as a 
trickster. That is his forte. But it 
remains to bo seen bow far British 
Columbia ia willing to be the victim of 
his Beltish trickery.

Tho Victoria public lias rnroly been fa- 
vored by tbo elork of tho weather with u 
more auspieioua daj tbaii 'Wodnosdn.Y 
last, tho day ii.vod for the oelobration of 
tho nnnivorsary of our muoh loved Sov- 
oreiga'a birth. From an ently hoar in 
tho morning flags of all notions and of 
ovory description wore waving at every 
masthead and tlagstaflf in anil around tho 
city. At 10:45 a.m., the Volunteers, head- 
ed by their bond, mtrched from tho drill- 
shed' out to Beacon Hill wberethey word 
drawn up in open order for inspection by 
tho Lieutenant-Governor. At 11:45 His 
Eieollenoy, acoompaniod by Col. Hough- 
ton, D. A. G., mnrolied down the lines 
and inspectod tlio men.

Canital Paaishment. 

Ebitoii Colonist — I am induced to 
write tho followiiitj romtirks from wit- 
nessini^' tlio late diHi^ii.sting ami doinor- 
aliziug oxhibitioii which took place in 
this city on Friday the 22nd day of 
ilM-, 1«'J'4. 

On tho morning of tho nbovo day I 
aivoko to sec one of the niowt beauti- 
ful 8iin-riscH that coulil be witiie.saoil, 
anil I rcasoncil with myself, if it wore 
possible tho Giver of nil goodness 
could ever have ordained that such a 
speotaclo as T was about to witnosssliould 
be oniictfid in a eounlry where his every 
ordiiiaucu is ])rofe.ssed to bo religious- 
ly obaorvod. aro at ino.soiit liv- 
iii<,' ill what i.4 undoubtodly a jirogros- 
fiivo iigo, and yet aro carrying out Bueh 
tiiiactiu-jut.i that caused our forofa- 
tbcr.s a conlury ajro a shudder of hu- 
miliation ,iiul sh.nnio. 

I well reineiuher when a boy vritucs- 
Bini,' tliC! excciitiiiu of tho lasttivo cnin- 
iiiiils ever execuloil for tile crimo of 
Hheep-stoaling, and well I remember 
tho execratioa of the whole conmumity 
on that occasion, and from tho grent 
oxortionH then niado by a few 
great men, '.his criiuo was wi[)cd ofT 
tho calendar of capital punishmont. 
Can it be possible we are to remain 
with tho same depraved idons that ex- 
isted tifty years ago? Surely thero 
must be somo good and philanthropic 
iiieii left in the world, and nlthoiigli 
iiDvc an old iiiun, I hope yet to livo to 
see thiri taking uf hfo furovcr blotted 
out from the old and worn-out statuto, 
and a punishment moro suited to tho 
ago of (Jliristiaiiity aiid PhihiLithrojiy 
eiiacled in its Kteinl. 

I iliid from all Ktetisiieal accounts 
1 have road, thai without a siii;^do o\- 
eoptiou, in ovcry btato in America 
whore capital puuishment has boon 
abolished, tho crime of murder has do- 
orcaaed 21) per cent. Tho sarao ro- 
Hulta are fouiul in tlio dilToront conn- 
trios of Earojic, wliero tho Hamo laws 
have been oiuictcd. Surely in a now 
and beautiful countiy liko this, it 
would be showing a bright and glovi- 
ous example, and not only bo ncccmt- 
ablo ho tho ( treat Giver of all 
but 1)0 a grand and iiohlo inarcJi in 
civilization , and bi; tho means of Bhow- 
inpf the Old \\"orlil an example tlioy 
should have beou the lirtit to carry 
out. 

I am far from advocating tho non- 

puniHhinoiit, and willi rOjf^fard to thin 
particular crime, I am convinced that 
tho piinishincnt of death, to a man 
who can deliboratoly commit a mur- 
der, ia scarcoly any piiiiishmGnt to 
him, and did ho know that ho would 
for the whole term of his lifo, bo ban- 
ished from fiociety, tho punishmont to 
him \vonld bo ton times moro dotorriiig 
and would do away with such disgust- 
ing exhibitions as the one referred to 
in tiii3 papor. 

Oil taking a glance at tho largo con- 
course of people who eagerly availed 
themRolvGs of ovory spot around tlio 
jail, I could not help anking myself, 
arfi the majority of tUos« cqm mva^q* i 



who gloat bVor the Bufferings of thoir 
Tictiius? I'o hoar tho obsorvationa of 
many (who would Bcorn to bo told 
they woro notChriatians and good citi- 
zens), wus in itself .i convincing proof 
to my mind of tho depravity of thoir 
luiuds, and I could only mourn to call 
Buch porson.i oonntrvinon of my own. 
It was iiliuost enough to mako a man 
deny his own country. 

Boforo concluding thodo remarks, I 
cannot but think if capital puiiisbnieQt 
i3 to be carried out, a reasonable 
tinio should bo given to tho jioor 
wretch about to appe.ir boforo hia 
Maker, and not hurried through in n 
manner which would load the public 
to think tho oxtromo soutouco connot 
bo huixied on too fast. I am induoed 
to make those last remarks from be- 
ing informed that tho unliappy man 
who has just suirorod was only told of 
tho linal day a fow hours boforo tho 
oxcciitioii (I believo at 12 o'clock the 
day before). I boliovo in England it 
is the usual custom to give at least 
throo weeks, nnd frequently more, be- 
fore carrying out the oitromo son- 
tcnco. Even in tho United St.ites a 
lon>.;th of time is alwnys givon. As an 
instance, that wretch ^-lio nuirdoiod 
two persons on San Juau Island in 
cold blood was gronted a long time — 
I think extending into months — be- 
fore ho M'as executed. Siiroly some 
Huch mercy .■ihould havo boon oxtond- 
od in tliis instance, thereby showing 
the craving for this poor man's life 
was not tho* thp predominant feeling 
in the minds of this enlightened com- 
munity.

The "Higlier Power." 

I>'roin tho Hntlfni, MornlnR Chronlcl*.] 

3Ir. DoCosiiios, it Hooms, i,4 deter- 
mined that, at all hazanlH, tho racifio 
Railway must bo commenced thin year; 
but fortunately his will is not that of 
tho Parliament or Government. If it 
were, a gigantic public work would bo 
entered upon without surveys or esti- 
mates, and " botched, " to use a fami- 
liar term, beyond redemption. If 
'•you do not act with the insaiio hiirrj- 
I require," says Mr. DoCosmos, "nn 
appeal will be inivdo to a higher power 
to compel tho fulfilment of tho Toimn 
of Union with BritiHli Uolumbia." Wo 
take it that the Briti.sh Government, 
not Hoaven, is meant by tho higher 
power, and in tljis belief will for a 
moment consider what would bp the 
consoiiueucoy of tho fulfi.'mont of tho 
threat. Tho appeal of the constituents 
of Mr. DuCosnios would no doubt bo 
patiently hoard, and, if no grave ques- 
tions legaiding ni a nicipal affairs were 
under consideration, attentively 
weighed. Three courses would bo 
open to tho Iiiq)orial authorltioB — one 
to disnii.sa Briti.sh Columbia from tho 
Union-. -another to cominnud tho im- 
modi'ito construction of tho Pacific— 
the third to approve tho action of tho 
Dominion (government. Tho first 
would not, ■we imagine, bo highly ac- 
ceptable to thopeoplo of thocoinplnin- 
ing Province, when thoy coolly con~ 
siiler its coiiscquencos. Hitherto thoy 
liiivn been excoptionally favored by 
tho Dominion. ***** xhoy 
havo received a subsidy far too groat 
ill proportion to tho general fund. They 
havo been accorded a reprosentation 
at Ottawa far lari/er in number ihan 
that to which tbcy woro entitled bv 
population. The EscjuimaU Dock has 
beon tosHod into their laps — a conven- 
ience which they outside the Union 
would never havo secured; and tho 
Dominion has jiroinisod to build at 
thoir request the Facilio Railway, and 
will do 60 with all prudent liai,tG--pro- 
vided thoy continue good Cnnadian.s. 
Thus happily situated they would bo 
ogrogioutily silly did they go back to 
their old stnto of isolation and com- 
parative poverty. 

liut no matter what might be the desire 
of socesaion in liritish {Columbia, fircst 
IJritain could not yield to it without a- 
bandoning a settled Im])orial policy, with- 
out breaking down in part tho Union 
which sucoi'Bsivo Imperial Ministries hare 
striven to build up, and not always by tho 
most scrupulous means, without otTering 
as a tomplmg prize to tlio .\inerioaiis Iho 
British tJolonies ou tho Pacifio. 3unh 
being the case, tho I'letition would in all 
probability bo simply roioctcd. 

The Hocond course, that of ooramanding 
tho immediate ooiistrnotion of tho "road," 
wo look upon as ono too rash to be taken 
by the most hoodloBS of Imperial Mini.'*- 
triof^. t'aiiada would not obey, because 
nhn could not witliwut liriuj^'ini^ ruin upon 
herself by rushing into engageinents 
which her financial ro.iourc^s could not 
meet, rendering tho railroad itself a neo- 
loss encnmbiance to tho land, and lastly 
without acknowledging her rosnonsible 
Rovernmont a i iero delusion. Nothing 
but forco of arms could make Canada bow 
down to such a behnst, Hubniinsion to 
which would bo attciidnd with conscrpioii- 
ccs so disastrous. And it is prfii:oHtor- 
ous to suppose that the Imperial Govorn- 
ment would spill a drop of Canadian blond 
in such a cause. Tho reasonabloness of 
the policy of our ^Ministry will bo ajipar- 
ont to all intelligent iMiglisbmeu. They 
will Roo that the imprudoneo of the lato 
rulers of the Dominion bound us to per- 
form ft physical impossibility, and that, 
reooKniziiig our inability to fulfil tho ob- 
ligation, wo change it for one that is 
within our power to moot. Ono<» Impor- 
ial Ministers master this fact, tho third 
course will he taken — tho policy of nnr 
^^ini^ters will be approvod, and Mr Do- 
tlosmos will find his petition, should he 
ofTor 0119, thrown into the wanlo basket of 
tho Colonial Ollloo, or rod-taped and 
oarofuDy placed to sloop harmlessly in 
somo dusty pigeon-hole. 

True, misguided nnd greedy British 
ColnmbiaiiH may insist on Btill ''bcttfr 
terms,'' in lieu of tho complelo conncrno- 
lion of tho "liailway" within ten years 
from tho day of thoro ontrauco into the 
.Union. This demand must bo mot with 
the storneit resistance; for, ss we hava 
shown, the Dominion has been and is far 
too f,onorous to that Province, and, in th» 
face of a deficit in the rovenuo, increased 
taxes and inoroascrt debt, fnrthor liberality 
would bo unwise in itself and unjust to 
tho other portions of tho country.

DoCosmos lends as to think that he im- 
aginos this Governmnnt will pursue the 
same conciliatory policy as did Sir John 
A. Macdonald. No sooner did a member 
of Parliament grow restive, under tho re- 
gime of that hon. gentleman, and threat- 
en to annoy his Ministry, than ho was 
popped into some offloo,'"aad his eloquent 
lips forever silenced. This method of 
tiding over diiUculties was vnr}' suceeRs- 
ful; and, if pursued in this case, wo inigiit 
hear littlo more of tho sorrowsaiul wrongn 
of British Columbia. But tlii.s .Afuiistrv 
will deal with matters after a diilercnt 
fashion and yield not a jot to tho throats of 
disappointed ambition. We may wrong 
th« gentleman from British Oohimbia by 
our suspicions; we ontortiin them nevoi- 
thelosa.
